ARREST OF CRIMINALS. 


The prompt arrest of criminals is second in importance 
only to their certain punishment. 

In exceptional cases extraordinary means should be 
provided for securing arrests. The Governor should be 
authorized, in cases of felony, to offer rewards, when in his 
judgment ‘the usual methods do not prove equal to the 
enormity of the offense, and the emergencies of the case. 


et JURORS AND WITNESSES. 


I 

It is hoped that full provision may be made,whereby 
jurors and witnesses called in the trials of civil causes under 
Territorial statutes shall be paid for their service at the 
time of such service. Otherwise it is severely trying upon 
the poorer class of ‘our citizens for them to be called from 
their homes for service in the courts, which they, to the ex- 
tent of all other good citizens in the enforcement of rights 
under the law, and to no greater degree, are interested. 
The Territorial] Treasury should not be required to pay the 
costs in civil causes in litigation between individuals; but 
the courts must be open to, and the channels of justice as 

free to the poor man as to the rich. A jury fee of say 

three dollars should be required in every civil case filed: 
Provision empowering the court to require a money deposit 
to cover-probable costs in ordinary cases should be made. 
If, in the opinion of the judge, or, in his absence, the clerk, 
justice is denied by requiring deposits from either or both 
sides, then a bond with proper surety should be substituted. 
therefor, when it is shown on oath that such is the case; the 
collection of costs to be by rule or execution upon motion 
of either side, or by the District Attorney in behalf of the 
Territory, and all amounts so collected paid into the treas- 
—ury to the credit of the jury fund. In order that justice 
may in no instance be denied, where a person is without 
money or friends willing to serve him as surety, the court

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shall be authorized to allow such party to proceed in forma 
pauperis, and costs in such cases should be paid out of the 
treasury. | 

Witnesses in the class of cases last referred to should 
be compelled to obey the subpcena and paid for their at- 
tendance by the Territory. | 

Provision should also be made for the payment of all 
foes justly chargeable against the Territory, which are or 
may become due to officers of the different courts of the 
Territory. ` !

HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


The reform of convicts, as well as their punishment, 
should always enter into legislation for the criminal class. 

This should govern with reference to youthful offenders. - 
Boys and girls of tender years should never be confined 
in the penitentiary with hardened criminals. Such inċar- 
ceration tends to their debasement, if not to their destruc- 
tion and oftentimes disgrace, which years of upright life 
does not eradicate. es 

The establishment of a house of correction, and which 
may be joined with a house of refuge, to which courts in 
their discretion may send minors convicted of crime, which 
as the law now provides, must be confined in the peniten- 
tiary, is recommended. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


` The work of erecting one section of an asylum for the 
insane, under the provision of an act of the last Legisla- 
ture, is in progress. Under the efficient management of the 
persons named in the act, all has been accomplished that 
care and economy permitted. Provo City;was the place of 
location. The report of the board of directors, advising you 
in detail of the work, will be laid before you. , 


TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


The neglected condition of the Territorial Library is 
A 
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deplorable. Tiis practically useless for the purposes. ins 
tended by Congress, or for any other purpose. There is in 
the collection the basis of a creditable library. Such ac- 
tion by you is recommended. as will allow the Librarian to 
add to its capacity and volumes, and make it the repository 
of all books that;from year to year are received by the dif- 
ferent officers of the Territory. 


STATISTICS. 


There is imperative need for a statistical bureau. The 
lack of authentic information of the resources and products 
of the Territory is daily felt by the agricultural, manufac- 
turing, mining and mercantile interests. Theactof Febru- 
ary 20, 1874, provided for such a bureau in connection with . 
and ander the direction of the Deseret Agricultural and 
Manufacturing Society. For want of appropriations it is 
inoperative. Legislation that will:constitute this an inde- 
. pendent office, with greater scope of inquiry and facilities 
than is now provided, and an appropriation that will enable 
the officer in charge to group and publish reliable informa- 
tion, is warmly commended for consideration.

= ” MANUFACTURES. 


It is safe to estimate the product of the manufactures 
of Utah for the year 1881 at $5,000,000. This is exclusive 
of the bullion product. Lumber, lime, flour and brick is 
expected to supplement settlement. In addition to these, 
boots and shoes, stockings, woolen fabrics, leather, matches, 
furniture and other commodities are extensively manufac- 
tured. The production of our manufactories, however, do 
not supply the demands. This field is inviting to capital

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and one which it is hoped will soon supply our constantly 
increasing want. 


MINING. : 

Six and a half millions of dollars is a fair’ average 
yearly output of gold, silver and lead of ‘Utah mines, from 
1870 to the present time, computing gold and silver at their 
mint valuation, and lead at its value in New York City. 
For the amount of money invested in mining operations 
within this Territory, which, in comparison with other min- 
ing States and Territories, is small, this is a gratifying re- 
sult. With further developments and increased experi- 
ence in the reduction of ores, it may confidently be ex- 
‘pected that for years to come the yearly output from the 
mountains of Utah, all of which are mineral bearing, will 
average largely beyond what has heretofore been realized. 

In coal deposits Utah may well be considered the Peny- 
sylvania of the west; in iron deposits, perhaps unequalled 
on the continent. With minerals other than gold and sil- 
ver, and coal and iron studding the mountains, with our 
granite and marble, our sandstone and limestone, we have 
a permanent foundation for power and wealth in the future, 
which should be guarded well by legislation that will estop 
much burthensome and frequently impoverishing litigations 
which often follow the development of valuable mineral 
deposits. 


CATTLE AND SHEEP.

The occupation of lands for purposes of husbandry has 
reduced the opportunities for cattle and sheep raising. 
There is within the Territory say 200,000 head of catile and. 
over 600,000 head of sheep. There has been sold beyond 
the Territory during the past yeas not less than/60,000 
head of cattle at an average of $25 per head, and >in of 
over 2,000,000 of pounds of wool, for which our raisers have 
received twenty (20) cents per pound.

gladden the homes of the entire people of Utah—to throw 
‘wide open her gates to capital and thrift, and to peaceable 
and enlarged industries; to secure the full blessings of 
American citizenship under the Constitution and its benign 
tlaws; to accept freedom of political and religious belief 
under Supreme Court adjudication, and security to this 
Territorial government; appealing to you as the political 
representatives of Utah’s people, whose best interest I shall 
ever earnestly endeavor to promote, to consider in wisdom 
d with patriotic purposes that which to-day, be assured 
our hands find to do; addressing you not as representa- 
ives of a church, but as representatives of the whole people 
as law givers—submitting that your duty is, and of neces- 
ity should be, distinct from ecclesiastical feeling, suggestion 
r influence—calling to your mind that as the sun controls the 
olar system, so, in the providence of the Supreme Being, 
ust the Constitution and laws of the United States control 
our actions and mine—and upon.your honor as men and 
aths as representatives, I ask consideration and in your 
isdom expression in laws of active force, in regard to the 
ollowing suggestions of living interest to you, and of vital 
terest to your children : 


First.—That in no sense—even in the slightest degree— 
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is the sovereignty of church over state in unison with the 
language or spirit of the Constitution or your country’s 
laws. 

That political power is wielded by church amoniy 
throughout Utah is. a fact. 

That officers of church exercise authority in ape 
affairs, is a fact. 

That the sovereignty of the Church is supreme and its 
practices followed, the laws and courts of the United States . 
to the contrary, is a fact. 

These being true-in whole or in part I submit: Do you 
believe that the government of the United States, with all its 

‘humanity, will much longer forbear to assert its authority in 
support of its absolute and undoubted sovereignty? The 
church is supreme in its proper sphere—spiritual affairs. 
The government is supreme in the its sphere—temporal 
affairs., The claim for Church sovereignty in temporal 
affairs în the slightest degree, even, is a grievous mistake: 
a forbidden claim. Its abandonment may shatter cherished 
hopes in the breasts of some to whom I speak, butit is a 
mistaken claim, and the exercise of authority thereunder is 
illegal and destructive. 

If by that, you in the exercise. of your authority as 

_ Taw-makers, and as in my opinion it is your sworn duty, ad- 

jast this grievous wrong. Abiding peace, so much needed, 
and abundant prosperity with its attendant blessings, can ° 
never belong to the good people of Utah, until the flag of 
the United States is universally reguriled : as the symbol of 
absolute sovereignty.

Second. — Assessments and Tithing. —Voluntary contrib- 
utions in aid ‘of church or charity, and in aid of political 
parties are commendable, but the exaction of assessments 
for political or other purposes, by or from persons holding 
public office under the authority of the Territory, shoud be 
forbiden ; the evaction of tithing for church or other pur- 
poses, from any citizen, or aid given to any person so 
exacting, by any public office, or by any corporation, or its 
agents, organized under the laws of the Territory, should 


t 
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þe forbidden. The poor man who earns a dollar by the | 
sweat of his brow , isentitled to that dollar. Itis the reward of 

honest toil, and he should be protected in the fall enjoyment 
of it. Any exaction or undue infiuence to dispossess him of 
any part of it, in any other manner than in payment of a 
legal obligation, is oppression. Public officers, whether 
precinct, county or territorial, who make or aid in such 
exactions, are unfaithful servants of the people they serve.

POLYGAMY. | 


In the third place, the system of plural wives, properly 
defined in the common law as polygamy, was, by act of 
Congress, of 1862, denounced as acrime. The constitution- 
ality of this act has been fully sustained by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. It being claimed that the peo- 
ple of Utah are a law-abiding people, I submit as a neces- 
sary sequence, that you, as their representatives, shouid en- 
act laws in accordance therewith. 


GOVERNMENTAL ACTION. 


p 


T would have the paternal hand of the general govern- 
ment, in the spirit of the most enlightened civilization, and 
with the broadest humanity, protect and shield the people 
of Utah ; to aid in the education of their children, in the 
cultivation of their valleys, and in the development of their 
mountains. Icannot be mistaken in saying that in this I 
reflect the wishes of the government and of the fifty millions 
of people that constitute this country the free-handed de- 
fence of universal liberty. May I not in confidence ask 
that you allow me to join you in this work; in the-abolish- 
ment of the doctrine of hate, and that you make it possible 
for young Utah to look the world full in the face, in honor, 
in pride and in unison with the laws of this country 4 


RAILROADS. 


The report of. Hon. Jas. K. McCammon, Commissioner 
of Railroads for the United States, in his report for 1881, to 
the honorable Secretary of the Interior, says: “The indica- 
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tians are that within a short time there will be five different 
routes to the Pacific Coast, where less than a year ago thére 
was but one.”? This is a gratifying announcement. There 
are reasons to expect that the number will be seven or at 


least six. The additional two, if not transcontinental, are. 


at least practically so. 

In addition to these are ‘the longitadinal lines, two of 
which will directly tend to establish the Territory qf Utah 
as the great central inter-meuntain depository of the'wealth 
from the north as well as the south of us. The following 
companies have been érga anized during the years 1880 and 
1881, under the laws of the ‘Territory; upon which work to 


` a greater or less extent is in progress, and which, joined 


with facilities before enjoyed, give promise of lasting 
benefit. to Utah:

IRRIGATION. 


There is a great waste of water in irrigation throughout 
the Territory. A much greater acreage should be supplied 
with the water that flows through our streams. Steps look- 
ing to this end must sooner or later be undertaken. Rely- 
ing as we do upon irrigation to an almost universal degree 
for agricultural fields, and with a view of meeting demands 
of increasing population by bringing under cultivation the 
greatest possible acreage, I recommend the inauguration of 
a practical plan to economize the natural watersupply. To 
accomplish this much-to-be-desired end, a scientific system, 


>». 
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under competent engineers, should be determined upon. 
This Legislature can at least take initial steps looking to an 
economic and uniform system. 


CHATTEL MORTGAGE. 


An act establishing and for the enforcement of chattel 
mortgages is suggested for your consideration. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL, 


Public schools should be free schools in every sense, 


and held in schoolhouses built by taxation as now pro- 
vided, and additional taxation, if necessary, should be 
authorized. The habit of teachers relying in part on pri- 
vate subscriptions, is pernicious. As persons of every be- 
lief are properly required to support public schools, doc- 
trinal religious teachings should be excluded.. Public 
shools that are free schools are an essential part of repub- 
lican government. Money spent in placing free education 
in the reach of every child is well expended. Such advan- 
tages for our children ennobles them and givesthe poor 
man’s child an equal chance with the rich. Every step 
taken in perfecting a free public school system is of incal- 
culable benefit to the Territory. 


š REGISTRATION. 


It is the duty of every citizen to vote. Prerequisites 
preseribed by statute, while guarding against every possible 
fraud, should be so perfected as to give the amplest oppor- 
tunities for every voter to comply with requirements. With 
this end in view, in addition to the duty now imposed upon 
assessors as registration officers to visit the dwelling houses 
. in each precinct, the one week commencing the 1st day of 
June, should be extended, and publicity be given by notice 
on the door of the post-office or court house, or both, if 
there be such, and in three other public places in the pre- 
cinct, giving information that voters who may have been 
omitted in the assessor’s rounds may apply and be regis- 
tered, The registry list should be posted up in like public 
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places, Justices of the Peace, in the -absence of registra- 


tion officers, should be authorized to register voters up to ` 


within ten days of any election; and on the days of elec- 
tion, upon oath of any otherwise legally qualified voter 
that by no wilful neglect he failed to be registered, the 
officers of election should permit him to vote. The Secre- 
tary of the Territory should be required to furnish each 
precinct with the pallots and envelopes of en size 
and color. 

The Act for “‘Registration and to regulate ie manner! 
of conducting elections” failing to make in practical opera- 
tion a secret ballot, is commended to you for amendment.

RIGHT OF DOWER. 


Sheer justice demands the right of the dower for wife- 
hood. Unjust discrimination, unrest and untold suffering 
follow its denial. Every enlightened argument favors it. 
To grant the elective franchise and deny the right of dower 
is entirely inconsistent. Tt is denied in no State or Terri- 
tory except where something better is given. The passage 
of an act that restores the right of dower to the wives of 
Utah will receive my cordial approval. 


_ REVENUE. 


The report of the Auditor and Treasurer are trans- 
mitted for your information. A joint committee, of which 
the Governor shall be ex-officio a member, charged with the 
duty of ascertaining what, if any property liable to taxa- 
tion under the law fails to pay, and what, if any better method 
.can be adapted for the collection of unpaid taxes and for 
the more perfect equalization of assessments, and what 


amount of unpaid taxes is now due the Territory, is ° 


urgently recommended.

POSTPONED LEGISLATION. 


Legislatures, as a rule, postpone to the latter days of a ` 


session the passage of bills. The veto power imposed upon 
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the Governor makes such delay extremely unfortunate. 
‘Time is necessary for the examination of every bill which 
in their wisdom your honorable bodies may enact. The 
failure to secure legislation by reason of lack of time for 
their consideration will not be properly chargeable to the 
Executive. ;

THIRTY-THIRD DAY. 


COUNCIL CHAMBER, 
Salt Lake City, Friday, February 10, 1882. 


Council met pursuant to adjournment. 

The President in the chair. 

Roll catled—quorum present. 

Prayer by the Chaplain. 

The report of the Committees on the Judiciary and 
Education associated, on portions of the Governor's 
message, was read and amended to read as follows: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen. of the Cowncil: 


Your Committee, to whom was referred so much of the 
Governior’s message as relates to the ‘Political Situation,” 
“Polygamy,” and ‘“‘Governmental Action,” beg leave to 
submit the following report: 
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Were we not impelled by a sense of duty, in justice 
to ourselves, our constituents and all upright men, to notice 
this part of the message, we would gladly pursue that most, 
excellent and efficient policy of our honorable and intelli- 
gent predecessors, who have usually borne with great 
patience and forbearance, treating with silent indifference 
the slanderous harangues on these subjects, usually given 
atthe opening of our Legislative Assemblies. But the 
seemingly united persistence in forcing upon Congress and 
a too credulous public, just now, false and calumniating 
misrepresentations in regard to the matters treated upon in 
His Excelleney’s *‘ Political Situation,” must be our apology 
for deviating in the present instance from those wise and 
perhaps more dignified examples of the past. 

“To assimilate the Territory of Utah, in so far as laws 
and business are concerned, with the country of which it is 
and must forever be an important part,” is a-recommenda- 
tion we would gladly carry into effect. We believe it always 
has been done, so far as the labors of this body could 
accomplish it. The first laws of the Territory were chiefly 
copied from the statute books of older and more ex- 
perienced States and Territories, being simply adapted and 
made applicable to the wants, circumstances and location 
of our people; and since then our laws have been largely 
drawn from the revisions of the States of New York, Cali- 
fornia and other States and Territories, which command the 
greatest legal acumen and ability that the country affords. 

As to business, where there is any lack or obstruction, 
we maintain, on the best possible authority, itis not through 
the desire or practice of the permanent and representative 
citizens of our Territory, but arises from the treacherous 
reports of a turbulent and unscrupulous transitorv element 
who seek continually to misrepresent the people of the 
Territory, to increase and exasperate the public 
prejudice against them, in order to obtain inimical 
legislation from Congress, and otherwise disturb the general 
tranquility. Capital is sensitive, and seldom seeks invest- 
ment in the midst of turmoil, forced or otherwise; your 
committee are aware that official threatenings and the 
invidious mautterings of self-constituted political mission- 
aries have made foreign capital timid and regret it quite as 
much as His Excellency can. These are the obstructions 
to business, and the only ones that your committee are 
conscious of. If it were in the power of the Legislative 
Assembly to effect the abolishment of such characters, or 
to correct by legal enactment those vicious misrepresenta- 
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tions, they would doubtless most cordially co-operate with 
the Executive in doing so, with the confident belief 
that such enactment, as stated by His Excellency, “‘would 
open wide the gites to capital and thrift, to peace- 
able and enlarged industries, and would gladden the homes 
of the entire resident population of the Territory,” but your 
committee are fearful that our<egislative powers in this 
respect are curtailed. 
. The next point in the ‘‘Political Situation?’ is the re- 
commendation “‘to secure the full blessings of American 
_ citizenship under the Constitution and its benign laws.” 
How gladly would we and our one hundred and fifty thous- 
and constituents secure unto ourselves this highest and most 
precious heritage of our illustrious forefathers, who made 
it the proudest thing in life to be freemen of the glorious 
republic they, under the favor of God, established! But 
sad and unrepublican as it may be, this blessing is denied 
us. We have sought to be thus endowed, trying by our 
loyalty, industry and patience to deserve it, and have of- 
fered our prayers to those who have the power to bestow it, 
in freedom’s name, in the name of those who made politi- 
cal freedom a possibility, but we have been unanswered. 
Let His Excellency indicate how these petitions may be 
rendered more effective, ‘aud we will join with him, in 
~ another effort to be heard. 

In regard to accepting religious freedom from the Su- 
preme Court, the divinely inspired Constitution of the 
United States guarantees the rights of conscience, and we 
suppose the various religious establishments and denomina- 
tions in the Territory of Utah accept their religious beliefs 
from the Throne of God, surrounded by the Courts of 
Heaven, and we know of no earthly tribunal, potentate or 
power that can rightfully declare what is or is not, or dic- 
tate what shall or shall not be, men’s religious belief. 


Upon the supremacy of the Constitution, we were 
agreeably impressed with the beautiful rhetorical figure 
the Executive employs. to express our relationship to 
the Constitution and Jaws. He says: “As the sun con- 
trols the solar system, so must the Constitution and laws of 
the United States control your actions and mine,” Ac- 
knowledging the force of this simile, we cordially acquiesce 
in the principle it embodies, but would suggest to the hon- 
orable members of the Assembly that, for obvious reasons, 
having a national reputation, they contemplate themselves 
operating in the paths of any of the planets of the system, 
even the obscure ellipses of the asteroids, rather than en- 
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crozch upon the path so peculiarly appropriate to His Ex- 
cellency—the orbit of Venus. . 

Your committee would be gratified if His Excellency’s. 
assertion that it will ever be his ‘most earnest endeavor: 
to promote the best interests of Utah’s people,” came ` 
with greater assurance. But this fair promise is hampered 
with such singularly goniradiotory conduct that, to ex- 
press it mildly, we are dumbfounded. It does not appear 
to your committee that the effort of His Excellency to 
: deprive the people of Utah' of their votes cast for the 

gentleman of their choice, to eo them in the halls of 
Congress, and to foist upon that honorable body a 
comparatively unknown person, purporting to be their 
representative, is consistent with the expression of in- 
terest for their welfare, couched so eloquently in his mes- 
sage to this body. He has exhibited eithera lamentable 
ignorance as to the value of suffrage, as one of the best 
interests of Utah’s people, or is hopelessly lost to'a sense of 
justice in attempting to pervert their expressed will. In either 
case, whether in assuming to know better than the people 
themselves do what their desire is in the matter of representa- 
tion, or in ignoring and despising their votes, we find 
nothing to inspire them with confidence in his professed 
friendship. 

Furthermore, and in harmony with this flagrant at- 
tempt to nullify the people’s votes, current reports, widely 
circulated and not denied, indicate that the Governor, in his 
recent eastern tour,.has reiterdted and sanctioned the 
infamous proposition to deprive the people of Utah 
of even the degree of American citizenship and freedom 
they now enjoy; to destroy the Legislative Assem- 
bly to whom his message is addressed, and to create in its 
stead an appointed commission, more in keeping with the 
tyrannical governments of efféte monarchies, than with the 
enlightened civilization of our country. If the rumor - 
prove true that Governor Murray has so far forgotten the 
first principles of political liberty—so dear to: every Ameri- 
can heart—as to in any way countenance the above sugges- 
tion, we have no hesitation in denouncing him as a 
traitor ‘to the best interests of Utah’s people, whom 
he professes to serve. But we would rather believe 
this repott to be a fabrication; indeed, from the pa- 
triofism His Excellency so freely expresses in his message, 
we can scarcely entertain the thought that one who knows 
the honesty, fidelity, industry and peaceable character of 
Utah’s people, can be depraved. enough to sanction so enor- 
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a and outrageous an usurpation of their dearest 
rights. 

Your committee repudiate the insinuation of His 
Excellency, that this Legislative Assembly is not represen- 
tative of the people. We have not come here as represen- 
tatives of any church, creed or religious establishment, and 
would deplore as much as any one, or any body of people, 
the ascendancy of priestcraft or the dominion of priestly 
and ecclesiastical influence, predominating over the minds of 
legislators, or the civil authority of the government, We 
have already suffered too much, and are laboring under too 
much oppression from similar causes, not to be keenly 
alive to all such pernicious influences. On the con- 
trary, we have come from the people of the Territory as. 
their political representatives, chosen freely and fairly by a: 
republican ballot. Our constituents are a progressive 
people, who have thrown off the dogmas, egotism, 
bigotry and superstition of the past, so characteristic of the 
self-appointed worldlings who assume to lord it over God’s 
heritage for filthy lucre’s sake, and hireling priests, who 
divine for money and preach for hiré, making merchan- 
dise of men’s souls, and who combine together to destroy 
the innocent and try to dictate to others what they shall or 
shall not believe or practice. Had your committee the 
assurance that the Governor is as free from such influences 
as are the representatives now assembled and Utah’s people, 
whose representatives they are, we would experience less 
regret in reporting upon this part of his message. His, 
Excellency can, however, rest assured that in our opinion, in 
no sense, should the church be placed by law over the State 
or over civil government; although the influence of God’s 
religion on the mind of man stimulates him to good deeds, 
to love his neighbor, to ennoble his nature, to cause him 
to observe and keep his official oaths and solemn obliga- 
tions and better qualifies him to obey and administer the 
law. 

Your committee are confident thatthe Legislative Assem- 
bly of Utah will not pass a law concerning any church or 
establishment of religion of any kind, name or nature, for 
it would bean unconstitutional law if they should, and an 
examination of the statutes of the Territory will disclose 
ne law of that character; unless authority for chartering 
religious, charitable, educational and: benevolent institu- 
tions can be so construed. Therefore it follows that the as- 
sertion of the Governor: “That political power is wielded 
by church authority throughout Utah is” not ‘a. fact.” 
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It may be conceded “that the officers of the church 
exercise authority in temporal affairs,” but.not in the sense 
in which His Excellency wishes to be understood. What 
officer of any church does not exercise authority in 
temporal affairs? Is! it not temporal to build houses 
of worship; to officiate at weddings and funerals; to 

reach and travel from place to place; to collect money for, 
charitable, missionary or benevolent purposes? Temporal, 
to print and circulate tracts, bibles, and other religious 
publications; to own and. operate large and extensive book 
concerns? In these respects, officers of churches in 
Utah, as elsewhere, exercise temporal authority in tem- 
poral affairs; but that “the sovereignty of the church. 
is supreme, and its practices followed, the laws and 
courts to the contrary,” whatever that means, is not. a 
fact; and for the best of all reasons, namely: e- 
cause there are no laws nor courts contrary to the 
church, neither, indeed, can ‘there be, for anything of 
that kind would be unconstitutional, consequently, null 
and void. 

If we understand the political sentiment of Utah’s. 
people, they are only too glad for the United States govern- 
ment to rule supreme, exercising its undoubted right and 
sovereignty within its Constitutional limits and authority; 
for there are no people within the broad boundary of its 
proud domain, who honor, love and respect it more, or 
who have more need of the exercise of its protecting care, 
in all of its great humanity, than its citizens inhabiting 
these mountain valleys, who appeal for its protection 
against the wicked schemes and machinations of such as 
are combined and actively operating for their overthrow 
and destruction. 

Referring to that portion of His Excellency’s message 
regarding ‘‘ Assessments and Tithing,” your committee beg 
to report that they are not aware that “assessments for 
pou al or other purposes” are exacted ‘‘by or from persons 

olding public office under the authority of the Territory.’ 
And, while ‘voluntary contributions in aid of church or 
charity, and in aid of political parties’? may, as stated, be 
commendable, yet we can but feel that it might justly be 
deemed presumption on the-part of the Legislature to at- 
tempt ‘‘civil service reform” by enacting laws forbidding 
assessments for political purposes “by or from” our gen- 
eral government officials. However much we may deplore 
the annoying effects of the system under which this is ac- 
complished, or, however much we may sympathize with 
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those who are subjected, by reason of their appointment by 

the general government to office in ‘this Territory, to such 
' assessed exactions, we respectfully submit -that it is not 
our-prerogative, nor is it in our power to correct the evils of 
a party system over which, as legislators of a Territory, we 
have no control whatever. We, therefore, can only express 
our regret that such “assessments for political purposes’? 
are not, as intimated by His Excellency’s message, entirely 
voluntary. 

Notwithstanding the insinuations of His Excellency to 
the contrary, your committee are not aware that ‘‘exactions 
of tithing for politica] or other purposes,” aremade by any 
“public office,’’ or officers “or by any corporation or its’ 
agents organized under the laws of the Territory.” ‘We 
are, however, a8 individuals, and not as law makers, aware 
that many of our constituents, being members of a religious 
body known as the Church of Jesus Christ of ‘Latter-day 
Saints, do, from religious motives, voluntarily contribute 
for church and charitable purposes, tithing and other dona- 
tions. Would His Excellency, after having commended 
such voluntary contributions, have the territorial legislature 
enact laws forbidding the same in the ‘Territory of Utah? 
The payment of tithing, like contributions for missionary, 
charitable and other church purposes, by the members of 
other religious bodies, is clearly an ecclesiastical matter with 
which, as law makers, we have nothing whatever to do, so 
long as the “‘free exercise” thereof does not interfere with | 
the rights and liberties of others. Tithing is not, as we 
understand it, a new doctrine, for, as a religious privilege 
and duty, Abraham paid tithes to Melchisedec about four 
thousand years ago. We are not aware, however, that 
‘exactions’? of tithings are made in this Territory, even: by 
ecclesiastical authority; but supposing they were, there is 
no law by which payment can be enforced, nor is it likely 
there ever will be, for it is a matter not within the constitu- 
tional province of legislative enactment. If any citizen in 
the Territory feels aggrieved by reason of the payment of 
tithes or other church donations, he holds the remedy in his 
own hands by simply renouncing connection with any 
religious body requiring such donations. 

Your committee heartily endorse the just sentiment so 
pathetically expressed by His Excellency, that “the poor 
man who earns a dollar by the sweat of his brow is entitled - 
to that dollar.’ Previous Legislatures of the Territory of 
Utah have not only recognized this right, but the passage 
of “An Act to provide for a mechanic’s and laborer’s lien,” 
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approved February 18, 1869, had in view the most approved 
method known to them of enabling the laboring man to 
collect his dollar when he had ‘“‘earned it by the sweat of ` 
his brow.” If His Excellency will, in any future commu- 
nication, inform us of a single instance where, in this Terri- 
tory, ‘“public officers, whether precinct, county or territo- 
rial,” have sought, by oppressive exactions, ‘to dispossess 
him of any part of it in any other manner than in payment 
of a legal obligation,” then will we join with the Governor 

- — _in pronouncing all such not only ‘unfaithful servants of 
the people they serve,’ but unworthy of the confi- 
dence and support of those who elected them to positions of 
honor and trust. The laws of the Territory not only pro- 
vide the means by which the poor man may collect “his 
dollar” when earned, but they also exempt it from execu- 
tion after he has earned and collected it. Your committee 
note this fact for the information of those who may not 
have been previously aware of it. 

Regarding that part of His Excellency’s message re- 
ferring “to polygamy,’” your committee beg respectfully to 
say that they are ignorant of the fact, if it is a fact, that “the 
system of plural wives,” had been ‘properly defined in the 
common law as polygamy;’’ for we had supposed the word 
to refer to a plurality of husbands as well. We were, how- 
ever, not ignorant that Congress, in 1862, had, by special 
enactment, made bigamy or polygamy a crime in the Ter- 
ritories, but were not then able to understand, nor have we 
since been able to see, how marrying, from religious 
motives, more than one wife, with the free consent of all 
parties concerned, could be, by our national lawmakers, 

. confounded and classed with bigamy, the very essence of 
the crime of which consists in the deceit practiced upon, 
and the consequent injury done to the husband or wife 
without the previous knowledge or assent of the aggrieved 
party. By any known laws of reason or logic, your 
committee utterly fail to perceive any analogy between the 
honorable, upright and noble keeping of sacred marital 
vows, and the dishonest; treacherous breaking of them. 
The great majority of Utah’s people believed then as they 
believe now, the act of 1862 to be not only special and un- 
reasonable, but also unconstitutional, in that it ‘‘prohibits”’ 
the ‘free exercise” of a part of their religion, but they do 
not fail to recognize the power of Congress, under pressure,. 
to enact as an expedient, that or similar laws; they can, 
however, only view them, in the light of history and 
experience, as imprudent, mischievous and dangerous. The 
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great statesman and patriot, George Washington, in his 
farewell address to the American people, foreseeing, per- 
haps, the danger of such expedients, was burdened with 


apprehension while contemplating the future of our great’ 


nation. Hesays: “One of the expedients of party to acquire 
‘sinfluence within particular districts, is to misrepresent the 
‘‘opinions and aims of other districts. You cannot shield 
“yourselves too much against the jealousies and heart- 
‘burnings which spring from these misrepresentations; they 
“tend to render alien to each other those who ought to be 
“bound together by fraternal affection.” Experience—ever 
a hard master—has taught the people of Utah how pain- 
fully true these wise sayings of the great statesman have 
proven. While patiently, almost uncomplainingly, endur- 
ing the thraldom of territorial government, aggravated 
by unscrupulous officials they have been calumniated, 
accused of disloyalty, and otherwise vilely misrepre- 
sented without stint, and that, too, by those who have 
been sent by our general government to rule the people, 


foster the interest of the Territory, and administer ’ 


justice and equity without bigotry or bias. Invested with 
almost unlimited power, many of them have used it as 
despots, tyrannizing over citizens; whose hearts beat for 
freedom, and who are more loyal to their country, their 
country’s flag, and their country’s Constitution, than 
oppressors know how to be. - 


In speaking of the innovations which might be made . 


under:specious pretexts upon the principles of the Consti- 
tion, Washington further says: ‘‘One method of assault 
‘may be to effect, in the forms of the Constitution, altera- 
“tions which will impair the energy of the system, and thus 
“to undermine what cannot be directly overthrown. * 
oP a If, in the opinion of the people, the distri- 
“bution or modification of the constitutional powers be in 
“any particular wrong, let it be corrected by an amendment 
‘tin the way- which the Constitution designates. But let there 
“be no change by usurpation; for, though this, in one in- 
“stance, may be the instrument of good, it is the customary 
“weapon by which free governments are destroyed. The 
“precedent must always greatly overbalance, in permanent 
“evil, any transient benefit which the use can at any time 
“yield.” The great charter of American liberty and law 
declares, among other things, that ““Congress shall make no 
law respecting the establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof,” But, notwithstanding this posi- 
tive prohibition, and notwithstanding the inspirational 
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warning of the father of his country, Congress did, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
two, enact a law prohibiting, under penalties of fine and 
imprisonment, the free exercise of the religion of more 
than a hundred thousand peaceful, loyal citizens, many of 
whom are the descendants of- revolutionary sires. The 
highest tribunal of the land having pronounced the act 
constitutional, .we bow to the authority of supreme national 
adjudication. But, while patiently submitting to: the re- 
sulis, whatever they may be, we know that the rights of con- 
science have been invaded, and our religious privileges, the 
practice of which has never encroached upon the rights nor 
infringed upon the liberties of others, have been abridged, 
and we reproached with crime, made so by that special law. 

Congress, the Supreme-Court, and the whole civilized 
world, may unite in declaring that the marital system 
taught by the Bible and approved of God is no part 
of religion, but that would fail to change the fact, 
They might with equal propriety declare that baptism, 
the partaking of the sacrament of the Lord’s supper, 
and the solemnization of monogamic marriages, are no 
part of religion, but would not millions of loyal citizens, 

olding otherwise, resist with reason and all the powers 
bequeathed to them, the authority of Congress to legislate 
against their religious rights in this regard? Would not 
Catholics and Protestants join in pronouncing, in language 
of no doubtful meaning, against even an attempt at such 
flagrant usurpation? Would they not quote the 
living words of the illustrious Washington, and repeat that 
such.expedients are the customary weapons ‘“‘by which free 
governments are destroyed,” and that the. *‘preeedent 
must always greatly overbalance -in permanent evil 
any partial or transient benefit which the use can 
at any time yield??? Congress having passed the law, 
and the Supreme Court having adjudicated upon it, 
we respectfully submit that it would be in bad taste 
for us, however much we might desire ‘to regard favor- 
ably the recommendations of His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor, to attempt the enactment of laws for the regulation’ 
of religious matters, over which Congress seems to have 
claimed. special legislative jurisdiction. 

No, Mr. President and gentlemen of the Council; your 
committee must recommend this honorable body to leave 
the responsibility of enacting special laws abridging the 
religious liberties of the people with our national law- 
makers, If they are willing to assume the responsibility, 
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we are not. Judging from the past conduct of His Excel- 
lency, your committee regret to say that they are unable to 
see how he ‘“‘would have the paternal hand of the general 
government, in the spirit of the most enlightened civiliza- 
tion, and with the broadest humanity, protect and shield the 
people of Utah.’ If he would do this by urging the 
paternal government to adopt his peculiar mathemetical 
rule, by which thirteen hundred votes for one obscure 
candidate for congressional honor and emoluments, were 
counted a majority over eighteen thousand votes cast for 
the honored Delegate of the people’s choice, then must we 
beg to be excused from basking in the glare of such 
“enlightened civilization,” or from reposing in the shadow 
of such “broadest humanity.’ : 
Whatever His Excellency would have the paternal hand 

of the general government do for the people of Utah in_ the 
future, they are not ignorant of what he has attempted to 
do for them in the past. If he has spoken of, and written 
about them in the spirit and language of love in the past, 
then indeed, he may well desire ‘sto join with us in the 
abolishment of the doctrine of hate.” We will do what 
we can to.aid His Excellency and his friends in this matter, : 
for it is an unworthy doctrine to preach or practice. The 
people of Utah and their representatives do neither, for their 
religion, years ago, taught them the better and more noble 
way—‘‘Love your enemies, and pray for them which despite- 
fully use you.’’ And, thank God, the humility of the 
Gospel of ‘““peace on earth and good will to men,” has not 
only enabled Utah’s people to abolish, so far as they are 
concerned, the doctrine of hate, but it enables them to-day, 
without the aid of legislative enactments, to unblushingly, 
and with “honor and pride,” look the world ‘‘full in the 
face,” and-ask no odds of an enlightened civilization that 
would chain a thought, proscribe religion, ‘‘strain at a gnat, 
and swallow a camel,”

Third—That the claim for reimbursement of money 
expended in the purchase of docket and minute books and 
blanks for clerk’s office, as also for sets of pigeon holes in 
which to file court papers, is legitimate, and if the bills are 
found to be correct, should be allowed and paid. 

Fourth—The claim of fees for issuing certiticates of 
attendance and mileage to jurors and witnesses, and for 
making out abstracts of the same for the use of the Territo- 
rial Auditor, and for filmg and recording same in clerk’s 
office, is not legitimate, and in the opinion of your commit- 
tee should not be entertained. Such service of necessity

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was the care and keeping of prisoners arrested within their 
jurisdiction for crimes committed under the laws of the Ter- 
ritory. And the practice has accordingly obtained in the 
several counties to maintain such prisoners at their own 
cost, and when it becomes necessary to send them to the 
seat of the district court for trial, arrangements are made 
with the county where the court is being held, to board and 
guard such prisoners during the pendency of the trial, at 
the expense of the counties whose charge they are. 

This system has worked satisfactorily in most cases. 
but in the cases under consideration no such arrangements 
were made; the prisoners, after arrest, were taken to Beaver, ` 
turned over to the sheriff, and there confined, before and 
after trial, and by reference to the bill it will be seen that 
the-notorious Ben Tasker was thus kept for a term of eigh- 
ty-two days, at a cost to Beaver County of $289.25, or 
something over $3.50 per day. This amount Iron County, 
where Tasker at the time resided, refused to pay,as its 
authorities had not authorized the contraction of the debt, 
Even had they entertained the responsibility. of the charge, 
the amount charged would seem to have partially, at least, 
justified them in repudiating the debt. Such charges for 
keeping prisoners are unusual if not exorbitant. 

Your committee, while acknowledging that it is hard 
upon Beaver County to sustain this loss, cannot for a mo- 
ment admit that the Territory is liable for such indebted- 
ness. To open the territorial treasury to such claims would 
create an appetite that would be found difficult to satisfy. 

In view of all the facts, therefore, your committee re- 
port adversely to granting the petition, or entertaining the 
claims of the county court.of Beaver County to be reim- 
bursed as aforesaid; but in consideration that Ben Tasker, 
though arrested in Beaver County, was in a certain sense a 
territorial thief, having no particular local habitation, they 
recommend that the sum of $150 be allowed and appropri- 
ated to Beaver County, as an acknowledgment on the part 
of the Legislative Assembly of the efforts of that county 
to peng justice and punishment so notorious a murderer 
and thief,

The second section of the bill is too cumbersome in its

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rovisions, and contains both the principles of license and 

ocal option. The selling of liquor should be either licensed 
orto all absolutely prohibited. If licensed, the power should 
be entrusted, under proper legislative restrictions, to, local 
authorities, who, as a rule, are the better judges of the re- 
quirements of the localities, than the Legislature. Besides, 
to give the majority of the registered voters of a precinct or 
city the power to prevent one individual from engaging in a 
business, otherwise lawful, and that, too, upon a simple re- 
monstrance, would be most unjust, as, generally, the ques- 
tion would not be decided upon the fitness or unfitness of 
the applicant, but rather upon his personal popularity in 
the precinct or city. This provides an engine for the easy 
destruction of business rights and privileges. The exaction 
of a bond from a person engaged in any other private enter- 
prise is unusual, and, in this case, imposes upon dealers in 
liquors a burden not imposed upon persons engaged in other 
kinds of business. Such distinctions are invidious. If, 
however, ever to be made, this traffic is the proper excep- 


on. 

‘In this bill, however, it is required that the applicant 
must be certified to by property holders, or in certain 
localities actual bona fide residents, as ‘‘a person of good 
moral character, that he is a safe and proper person to be 
entrusted with the aforesaid business, and that it is expedi- 
ent for the public good that he should be licensed,” etc. 
Here we have the anomaly of a man who must, and who, 
by the testimony of his neighbors does, possess exceptional 
qualities, (not required of persons doing any other busi- 
ness,) safe and steady, and furthermore, conducting a busi- 
ness, in the language of the act, “expedient for the public 
good,” and yet this person, made a benefactor by the law, 
is to be put under bonds like a criminal. 

Another provision, making the bond optional with the 
mayor or probate judges, from five hundred to five thousand 
dollars, invites favoritism and oppression. i 

Sec. 5 provides a penalty for any licensed person for 
selling liquor to any insane or idiotic person, or Indian, or 
to a minor, without consent of the parent, employer, etc. 
Hf a man is to be deemed or declared guilty, it should only 
be when the act was accompanied with a guilty knowledge, 
otherwise there would be no crime. A provision of like 
character to this which would stand a legal test, would 
result in practical good. 

Sec. 7 is objectionable in giving a right of action upon 
the bond of a person who may not be, even remotely, con- 


\ 
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nected with the damage sought to be recovered, The only 
effect of this section would be to encourage fruitless litiga- 
tion. fa 

The same may be said of Section 8. 7 

Sec. 14 is objectionable in this, that it diverts, in part, 
from the cities where the business of selling liquor is car- 
ried on, for district schools outside of the city, one-fourth 
of the moneys derived from licenses, fines and forfeitures, 
‘whereas, in common justice, such moneys should be ap- 
Le to purposes within the city or localities where col- 

ected. 

A bill that will prescribe sound penalties for knowingly 
selling to minors, insane or idiotic persons, without the con- 
sent of their parents or guardians; that will provide a rem- 
edy in damages to the family, or the persons who suffer on 
account of the sale of liquor, to be recovered in an action 
against the person to which the damage may be justly, and 
with some certainty attributed, and that will in other par- 
ticulars throw practical safeguards around the traffic, will 
cordially receive my approval. 

This act repeals the present statute, and will not stand 
the test of trial in several particulars.

Your committee are of the opinion that under the 
present condition of affairs in Utah, the sections as they 
stand in the Compiled Laws should stand, forthe reason 
that they seem fair and just toward all. 

The amendments proposed by the bili as originally in- 
troduced, are most unjust and oppressive; it provides that 
an attachment may issue just as soon as a debt is due, upon 
the affidavit of the plamtiff or some person for him, settin 
forth this fact; it does not require that the affidavit shoul 
show that the defendant is about to depart from the Terri- 
tory or county, or stands in defiance of an officer, or that he 
conceals himself or that he is disposing of his property with 
intent to defraud his creditors. These latter provisions are 
almost universally in force in the States, except in Cali- 
fornia. 

The substitutes proposed by His Excellency the Gover- 
nor are still more obnoxious, for the reasons that by them 
no one but a resident of Utah can obtain an attachment, and 
that for a debt payable in this Territory, and on the same 
unjust terms provided for by the original bill. However 
just may be the non-resident plaintiff’s claim, and however 
unjust and fraudulent the acts of the defendant, the law, as 
found in the Compiled Laws, is the same as regards non- 
resident and resident plaintiffs; all stand on equal basis. The 
practical effect of the amendments and substitutes proposed 
by these sections, is to place all the property of the debtor 
at the mercy of a creditor the moment a debt is due, let him 
be worth ever so much and be ever so honest. 

If the amendments proposed by the original bil, or 
the substitutes proposed by the Governor are adopted as 
they now stand, then there can be no attachment obtained 
at all before justices of the peace, because neither provide 
for the amendment of the justice of the peace act as found 
in the Compiled Laws, page 542, Section 526.

Sir—Sec, 7 of the act of Congress providing for a Ter- 
ritorial Government for Utah, provides that all township, 
district and county officers, not otherwise provided for by 
the Organic Act, shall be appointed or elected, asthe case may 
be, in such manner as shall be provided by the Governor and 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory. Under this provision 
the Governor and Legislative Assembly properly provided 
for the election and appointment ofall county, district- and 
precinct officers, and these officers are now exercising de 
jure the functions of their respective offices; as to all othe 
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officers of the Territory not otherwise provided for in the 
Orne Act, it is made the duty of the Governor to nominate, 
by and with thejadvice of the Council, to appoint the 
same. This duty is imposed upon the Governor and the 
Council: ‘“The Governor shall nominate, and by and with 
the advice and consent of the Legislative Council, appoint.” 
Such officers must necessarily be: named in the manner 
designated by Congress. Their election and appointment in 
any other manner under an act of the legislative power of 
the Territory, which derives its power from the provisions of 
the self same law, is nullification. This power was exercised 
by Brigham Young, the first Governor of the Territory. 
For many years, with few exceptions, this part of the pro- 
visions of the Organic Act has been avoided and disregarded, 
and such officers have been elected and appointed in other 
and different ways than that specifically prescribed by act of 
Congress.
